CIVIL SERVICE REFORM.

HOW ICEBERGS FORM 


ONE OF THE MOST BEAUTIFUL OF 

THE WORKS OF NATURE. 
Monntains Lnve 
Glace 
Wend 


These Dazzling 
Their Origin 
Whence They 
Their Resistless Way to the Sen, 


In Arctic ers, 


Majesticnlly 


Of the many things of interest which 


engage one’s attention on a voyage to 
the far north there is none more fus 
cinating than the study of icebergs. If 
any person who has neyer seen thest 
remarkable and beautiful forms will 
look at a piece of ice as it floats freely 
in a tumbler of water, he will form a 
most Imperfect idea of what an iceberg 
really looks like. 

Perhaps the only feature which the 
floating ice mountain and the fragment 
of ice appear, on consideration, to have 
in common, is that they both have an 
immense proportion of thelr bulk up 
der water—the exact being 
somewhat greater in fresh water than 
in salt water; there being in salt water 
about seven-cighths of the entire mass 
under water, varying, of course, 
or less in different latitudes, according 
to the saltness of the sea and the con- 
sequent difference of the buoyancy 
given to objects floating therein. 

And here it may be said that it Is 
most difficult, when looking at 
an iceberg, to steady the mind from 
wandering a great deal from the real 
{zation of so simple a fact as this, ow- 
ing, one would suppose, to the difficulty 
of conceiving of the enormous quantity 
of ice which is hidden below the ses 
level of the berg—in the case of some 
of the larger bergs implying many mil- 
lions of tons of ice. 

One striking difference between the 
appearance of the iceberg and that 
of our lump of Ice is the seemingly 
general opaqueness of the berg and the 
smooth and dazzling whiteness of its 
surface, much of it presenting the ap- 
pearance of frosted silver, the frac- 
tures or vents which are frequently 
visible on its glittering faces being 
generally emerald green, merging into 
a blue, varying from that of turquoise 
almost to indigo. 

Presently it will appear that an ice- 
berg must always of frozen 
fresh water. Trozen water, it 
true, does occur in vast quantities in 
the sea, but this is in general quite 
different in form and size and entirely 
different in the origin of its formation 
This ice is called tloe tee, pack fee or 
fleld ice, according to where and how it 
is disposed. 

The formation of 
thing like this: The whole of the in- 
terior of the continent of Greenland, 
which consists of upward of 500,000 
square miles of mountainous plateaus, 
{s perpetually covered to a depth of 
many hundred feet with one vast 
desert of snow, called the “ice cap.” 

This receives a constant increase of 
newly fallen snow, that during the 
summer becomes, by the action of the 
sun and wet weather by day, and by 
regelation at night, changed into a 
granulated condition. 

Afterward it is recongealed into ice, 
and, being impelled by enormous pres- 
sure from behind and above, throws 
off a great number of rivers of Ice, or 
glaciers, as they are called, presenting 
the appearance of a noble torrent sud 
denly petrified by some overwhelming 
force. 

The snowflelds, which Ile at the up 
per part of every glacier, are composed 
of crystallized snow, which continues 
unchanged so long as it remains dry, 
but undergoes a great transformation 
when the sun, melting the upper sur- 
face, allows the water to trickle down 
into the substance of the mass of snow.

The life car is the older institution. 
Tt will hold seven or eight people. But 
the breeches buoy, which will hold only 
one, 18 found safer and even, through 
its easier handling, more expeditious. 
This is a circular life preserver with a 
pair of roomy canvas knee pantaloons 
attached to it. One of the shipwrecked 
puts his legs through the two apertures 
and finds himself comfortably seated. 
Thus he is drawn ashore, and thus one 
by one all the passengers are saved. 

This is the only way of saving life in 
a hurricane at sea, which would not al 
low of the use of surfboats. The self 
righting and self bailing lifeboats, which 
can be used in almost any weather on the 
lakes, are, from their weight and heavy 
draft, impracticable along the line of the 
ocean, The lighter surfboat can be drag- 
ged along the sandy shore by its crew 
and readily launched at the proper spot, 
but it is more gusily swamped in a very 
heavy sea, and %ts use therefore is limit- 
ed to the less severe storms. 

When surfboat launched, the 
helmsman, armed with a long steering 
oar, stands erect in the stern. The 
crew, Whose backs are to the wreck, 
fasten their eyes upon him and ply their 
oars in accordance with his directions. 
It is a dangerous and difficult task for 
this frail cockleshell to mount the sue- 
the big breakers that 
roll shoreward. No sight can be more 
impressive. Even when the wreck is 
reached the danger is not yet over, A 
collision with the plunging hull or thi 
floating and falling wreckage would 
mean the loss of the heroic little crew. 
But by carcful management the wide 
open jaws of death are avoided, a bout 
load of passengers is taken off the sink- 
ing ship and restored to dry land, and

PRINTING HAT TIPS 


THE WORK !IS8 DONE FROM STEE! 
PLATES OR BRASS DIES. 

A Vaat Variety of Designs Necessary 

to Meet the Demands of the Trade, 

An How 

It Is Conducted, 


Interesting Business and 


Hatters’ printing, which is the print- 
{ng of names, trademarks and other de 
signs upon hat tips and sweat leathers 
aud upon the labels on 
is a business by itself. The 
hat, is 


in hats, used 


hat boxes, 
hat tip, or crown lining of a 
sometimes made of paper, oftenest of 
satin. In a silk hat and in some stiff 
hats the tip covers the entire Interior 
of the crown above the sweat leather; 
in the tip is often 
composed of a broad strip of satin 
upon a lace crown lining Many stiff 
hats and most soft hats are now fin 
ished without tips, In which case the 
trademark or pame {is printed on the 
sweat leather, 

Tip printing is done from brass dies 
and In the finest work from steel 
plates. These dies and plates are made 
in very variety. In a large es- 
tablishment devoted to hatters’ print- 
ing there might be found 80,000 dies 
and 10,000 steel plates. Proof impres 
sions of this great number of dies and 
plates fill many huge, ledger like vol 
umes, upon whose they are se- 
cured as in scrapbooks, 

There are throughout the country 
thousands of retailing hatters, each 
having a separate die of his own, with 
which the tips of the hats he sells are 
printed; some hat jobbers might have 
many dies, including of trade 
marks and designs for special lines of 
goods. All these dies and plates, how- 
ever varied and widely distributed 
thelr ownership may be, are kept in the 
establishment of the printer, ready for 
use on ocension, The owner pays for 
the engraving of the tirst die, the cost 
varying according to its elaborateness; 
if a die or plate worn and a 
hew die is needed the printer supplies 
it. 

In the large hatters’ printing estab 
lishments everything pertaining to the 
business is done, including the design- 
ing and engraving of the and 
plates, as well as the printing from 
them. Some designs, the trademarks 
of old established houses, become fa 
nuliar from long continued use, As dies 
and plates wear out they are simply 
replaced, the design continuing the 
same, 

On the other hand, 
one reason and another, 
go out of use, and finally the dies and 
plates are destroyed; but every year 
there are produced for Individual deal 
ers and for general trade purposes 
thousands of new designs, that the 
number of dies and plates on hand at 
the printer’s is always great. These 
designs, aside from those made for in 
dividual hatters, include a very great 
variety of subjects. Thus there might 
be seen printed on hat tips ships and 
locomotives and and = anyils 
and many other things; and any name 
or object of publie interest at the mo- 
ment is likely to be reproduced Inside 
of hats, 

Almost every hat worn bears within 
it printing in some form, If the hat 
has no tip it appears on the sweat leath 
er, and it may also be in such a hat 
upon what ts called a sticker, this be- 
{ug a plece of paper, cloth or leather, 
in outline of the exact shape and size 
of the die, upon which are printed the 
dealer's trademark and name, the 
sticker being pasted in the center of 
the crown of the hat. 

The retail hat dealer, wherever ue 
may be, if he desires a distinctive 
trademark or name design to appear in 
the hats he sells, sends to big 
hatters’ printing establishment for a 
design; he sends, perhaps, a suggestion 
of his own, or it may be that he relies 
upon the designer of the printing 
tablishment. One or more designs ure 
made and submitted to lim for ap- 
proval, According as may be required, 
Buch designs might embody in some ar- 
Ustic form simply the name and ad 
dress; often such dies or plates are 
made in designs appropriate to the re- 
gion, state or locality. Such dies and 
plates are made In almost endless va 
riety. The plate would remain at the 
printer's, and when the retailer ordered 
hats of the jobber with whom he dealt 
the jobber would have the tips and 
sweat leathers with which the hats 
thus ordered were finished printed 
from the customer's own dies. 

Tips are printed tn gold leaf, in silver 
leaf and in aluminium leaf and in tuk 
in various colors; sometimes they are 
printed tn combinations of colors, Most 
commonly, however, they are printed 
in a single metal or color. All sweat 
leathers are printed in one or another 
of the metals,

A Diving Bell Crushed,

The side 
plites were further strengthened by 
lron ribs an ineh thiek and two inches 
wide. 

In fact, the 
strongly braced,

three Inches square, fortified with 
iron bars and set with gliss plates an 
Inch thick, The weight of the bell was 
28,000 pounds, 

When completed, it was sent to Mil 
Waukee and towed out into the lake 
about 12 miles, where there were over 
200 feet of water, and was sent down 
for a test. The manufacturer was so 
confident of the strength of the bell 
that he wanted to go down tn it. 

Ile Is glad now that be didn't. When 
the bell reached the depth of about 
100 feet, strong thnbers attached to It 
came to the surface in a splintered 
condition, 

Suspecting an accident, the bell was 
hauled up and found to be crushed 
into a shapeless mass. The inch thick 
plate glass bullseyes were shattered. 
The pressure that crushed this seem- 
ingly invulnerable structure amounted 
to a total of 2,728,548 pounds, or 1,362 
tons.—Pitts burg Chronicle,

Dolls’ Hends, 

Years ago doll heads were made of 
wood, carved out by hand, and great 
humbers of eolls were sold that were 
entirely of wood, with jointed arms 
Some dolls of this sort, look- 


ing quaint enough now, though they 
were once so common, are still sold, 
but the great bulk of the dolls now 


made have bodies of cloth or leather, 
with heads of china, bisque or papier 
There are also dolls’ heads of 
metal, these heads being made of brass 
in two parts, stamped out with dies 
and joined together. 

In the process by which these heads 
are made, many dies are used in the 
production of a single head, the metal 
being worked to Its final shape gradu- 
ally. The first die makes but a barely 
perceptible Impression upon the piece 
of sheet metal from which the head Is 
to be formed, The next shapes it a 
little more, and so on by pressure from 
successive dies, each a little more 
sharply defined, the head is brought 
finally to its perfect form, These heads 


} are made in various sizes and in vari- 
| ous styles as to details of finish.

WHEN PAGANINI PLAYS 


A New Translation of Heinrich / 
Heine's Mmous Description of 
the Performance of the 
Great Paganini. 


Copyright, 1899, by Ervin Waniman. 
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I believe that only one person has 
succeeded in fixing the face of 
Paganini on paper. He is a deat painter 
named Lyser, who, in brilliant 
madness, drew the head of Paganini so 
well with a few strokes of his crayon 
‘that the beholder laughs and is fright 
ened at once at the resemblance. “The 
devil directed my hand,” said the deat 
painter to me, giggling mysteriously 
and nodding with good natured jyony, 
as he was used to do when he indulged 
in his harmless jests. This painter 
ever had been a curious creature. 
Despite his deafness he loved music en 
thusiastically, and it is said that if he 
Was near enough to the orchestra he 
could read the musie from the faces 
of the musicians and that he could 
Judge of the more or less successful 
execution by their finger motions. In 
deed, he wrote the operatic criticisms 
for an important newspaper of Ham 
burg. After all, what is there wonder 
ful in this? The deaf painter could 
fee the tones in the visible signature 
of the music. There are 
whom the tones themselves are only 
invisible signatures, in which they hear 
colors and forms. 

I am sorry that I own that little 
drawing of Lyser’s no longer, Only in 
glaring black, hasty lines could there 
be seized those fablelike features, 
which seemed to belong the 
sulphurous shadow realm than to the 
sunny world of life, 

“Assuredly the deyil guided 
hand,” insisted the deaf painter, 
we stood before the Alster pavilion in 
Hamburg on the day when Paganini 
gave his first concert there. “Yes, my 
friend,” he continued, “it is true what 
the whole world is saying—that he has 
sold himself to the devil, body and 
soul, to become the best violin player, 
to fiddle millions into his pockets, and 
first to get away from the gal 
ley, where he had suffered many 
years. For see, friend, when he was 
orchestra leader in Lueea, he fell in 
love with a theater princess, became 
Jealous of a priest, stabbed his faith- 
less Amata in good Italian style, was 
sent to the galley in Genoa and, as I 
have sald, sold himself to the devil to 
get away, to become the best violin 
player and to lay each one of us under 
tribute tonight to the extent of $2. But 
see you! All good spirits praise God! 
See, there he comes himself, with his 
suspicious familiar.” 

Indeed it was Paganini himself. He 
wore a dark gray overcoat, which 
reached to his feet, making him look 
very tall. The long, black hair fell to 
his shoulders in torn curls and formed 
a dark frame around the pale, corpse: 
like face, on which sorrow, genius and 
hell had graved thelr imperishable 
signs. Beside him danced a short, 
comfortable figure, prosaically ornate, 
rosy, wrinkled face, a little Ught gray 
coat with steel buttons, saluting to all 
sides with offensive friendliness, but 
always squinting upward full of wor 
ried timidity at the gloomy form which 
stalked, grave and thoughtful, at his 
side. One imagined that he saw that 
picture of the place where Faust is 
walking with Wagner before the thea 
ter in Leipsic. The deaf painter made 
comments on the two shapes in his 
own fantastic way and called my at 
tention particularly to the measured, 
broad steps of Paganini. “Is it not so," 
asked he, “as if he carried the iron bar 
still between his ankles? He has ac 
quired for good the habit of walking 
that way.

“But the worst accident 1 ever 
in a barber shop oceurred while 1 was 
working in a small town In the west,

through lack of sleep that he fell 
asleep immediately after he had taken 
his seat In the chalr next to the one 
behind which I was at work. 

“He dreamed that some one had

which provides for the election at large, 
or by all the voters, of a majority of 
the Board, a proof of the wisdom ot 
which was also plainly apparent in last 
year’s Council. Small Ward politics 
has less opportunity to get in its sinister 
work under the present system thau 
formerly, and the city is the gainer 
thereby. 

With few exceptions the present 
Board of Aldermen-elect are firstclass 
men. They represent the substantia! 
elements of the city. ‘They are capable 
and honest, and no reason can be seen 
why they should not give us an intelli- 
gent and upright administration in 
1900.

A canvass of the members-elect 
makes it quite certain that either 
Charles R. Saunders of Boston, or J. 
J. Myers of Cambridge, will be the 
Speaker of the next House. Nearly 
all agree that Frank P. Bennett of 
Saugus is out of the race, if indeed he 
was ever in it. 

What the final result will be cannot 
be foretold with certainty, but this is 
true, if Myers is elected the House wil: 
not be presided over by a Republican, 
but by a dyed-in-the-wool Mugwump.

Frank E. Cotton, bookkeeper at Rus- 
sell’s on Beacon st. This report, taken 
in eonnection with the Herald inter- 
wiew last week, looks plausible, aud not 
a little omnious for the Chief. 

As if to give a stronger claim 
probability to the above rumors it is 
added that the Mayor will not  re- 
appoint Chairman Blake of tle License 
Board when his term expires uext 
spriog, but has concluded to fill the 
wacaney by the choice of Mr. Percy 
Linscott of North Woburn. ‘The 
Mayor was highly incensed at the 
action of the Board last May in_ per- 
sisting to grant licenses to applicants 
against his earnest remonstrance, and 
he has not forgotten that unpleasant 
affair. Mr. Linscott is the most in- 
fluential Republican in the Sixth Ward, 
aud he is also au exrvest and consistant 
opponent of the liquor traffic. ‘Thus he 
aod Mayor Davis will be able to work 
together on the most amicable and 
effective terms for the suppression of 
lawlessnesa in this city. 

Whether these reports are true or not, 
their extreme probability warrants 
belief in them.

CAR HORSES HARD TO GET. 


The Demand Ta Now So Small That the 
Trade Neglecta Them, 


Cne of the most curious effects of the 
general replacing of fiorses by electrici 


ty and cable traction for drawing street 

| oars is Heing experienced by one of the 

| extensive car lines in this city which 
j otill vees horses, One would suppose 
| that, since the only lines in the whole 

country which continue to use horses | 
| now form bot a very small percentage 

of those which used them five years 
| ago, these lines would have «a much 


| wider range of choice and could get | 
horses of a grade superior to the gen 
eral run of those which used to be | 
offered to them. Remarkable as it may 
seen, this is the exact opposite of the | 
truth. 

The New York city line referred to} 
runs in direct competition with the | 
cable lines of the upper west side, and 
its managers, who recently purchased | 
it, determined as soon as they came in- 
to possession to place upon it a superior 
lot of horses, and in this way improve | 

, its running until mechanical propulsion | 
| could be introduced, 
| Out to buy the needed horses. Much to | 
the surprise of the managers, it was | 
discovered that there were almost no 
| street car horses of any kind to be} 
bought, 
The explanation of this situation lies 
| 


in the fact that sinco the demand for 
| street car horses almost ceased the trade 
machinery by which they were gathered 
has fallen into disuse, A few years ago 
| the street car horses were one of the 
| most important features of the horse 
| market. They were animals of a stand 

ard grade and of almost stable price, 
and every part of the country contributed 
its quota. The street car horse had to} 
| be big and able and sound of limb and 
wind, but it might be of any age. Few 
lasted long enough in the service to 
| make the question of afew years more | 
or less of any consequence. The demand 
was constant, and the price never varied 
|} in New York more than from about 
$125 to $150 each. Dealers could always 
| count upon getting this price and get- | 
| ting it promptly, and as a consequence 
| every horse which would answer the | 
| purpose wi ife investment at a lit- | 
| tle smaller price, and a clean profit of | 

$10 a horse was regarded as a fair mar- | 
| gin in handling them. 

Horses of all sorts, which lacked the 
qualities of speed, beauty or youth, but 
| possessed the other requirements, were | 
| quickly sorted out from the markets of | 
the whole country, and every big dealer | 
was always able to gather droves of car | 
horses as fast as the companies needed 
them, The trolley has superseded the 
car horses, and car horses are no longer 
quoted, as staples in the market.

The remarkable series of portraits 
found in Egypt are described in Tho} 
Monthly Illustrator and the methods of | 

| the old artists employed. 

The methods of these ancient days 
were totally different from those of th 
present day and were evidently vastly 
more durable. Panels of wood were 
used to paint on—syeamore and cypress 


| —also panels of papier mache, and oc- 


casionally they were formed by gluing 
three thicknesses of canvus together, 
These panels were usually about 14 
inches long by 7 inches wide. The artist 
liquid wax instead of oil to mix 
the colors, Which were made not from 
vegetable, but from mineral substances 
and were of marvelous brillianey and 
permanence—blue powdered lapis laza- 
li, green malachite, red oxide of iron, 
etc. The colors were laid on in pate hes, 
somewhat after the fashion of a mosaic, 
and afterward bleaded with an insirva 
nent called the cestrum, which appears 
to have been a lancet shaped spatula, 
long handled, with at one end a curved 
point, at the other a finely dentated 
edge. With the toothed edge the wax 
could be equalized and smoothed, while 
the point was used for placing high 
lights, marking lips, eyebrows, ete. 
The final process, which gives the 
name encaustic to this kind of painting, 
was the burning in of the colors. This 
was done by the application of a heated 
surface to the panel, though George 
Ebers believes that in Egypt the heat 
that was 
needed to complete the artist’s work.

Made Into Rum and 


Can't Be Bought.

“The old fashioned molasses is rapid 
ly disappearing as an article of coin 
merce,’’ said a prominent grocer, ‘aud 
in its place have come a number of 
sirups which are more costly and by 
no means satisfactory, especially t 
the little ones, who delight, as we did 
when we were young, in having ‘lasses 
on their biead. Most of the molasses 
goes into the distilleries, where if is 
made into rum, for which, notwith 
standing the efforts of temperaner 


us 


our 


workers, the demand is constantly on 
the increase, especially in the New 
England states and for the export trade 
The regular drinker of rum will take uc 
other liquor in its place if he can help 
it. It seems to reach the spot more di 
rectly than any other dram. 

“The darker brown sugars have alse 
disappeared, and they ure not likely to 
return, owing to the methods of boiling 
and the manufacture. Granulated suga 
is of the same composition, as far as 
succhasine qualities are concerned, os | 
loaf, cut loaf eWfoe and crushed an 
differs from them only in that its erys 
tals do not cohere, This is because it is 
constantly stirred during the process of 
crystallization. The lighter brown sug 
ars taste sweeter than the white, for 
the reason that there is some molasses 


in them. Housekeepers have difficulty 
these days in finding coarse, dark sug 
ars, Which are always preferred for use 
in putting up sweet pickles, making 
cakes and similar uses. As they cannot 
get brown uny more, it may be 
well for them to remember that they 
can simulate brown sugar by adding
